INMATES CONVICTED FOR CONTEMPT OF COURT - GANG INJUNCTION AND
PERCENTAGE RELEASE TIME SERVED

On June 7, 2005, your Board requested the Sheriff to require all inmates sentenced for
violating a contempt of court gang injunction to serve 100 percent of their sentence. It
was also requested that the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department (Department)
provide a quarterly report as to the status of this request.

This report covers the three month period of June 1, 2008, through August 27, 2008.
The Department’s Inmate Reception Center identified 26 additional inmates who
violated a contempt of court gang injunction.

During the above reporting period, 31 inmates were released. Of those 31, 3 were
released to State Prison, 21 were released 24-hours prior to serving 100 percent of
their time, 3 were released after serving 100 percent of their sentence, and 4 were
released to the U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement. The 21 inmates that were
released 24-hours prior to serving 100 percent of their sentence were processed within
the normal release procedures that are in place to prevent any accidental over
detentions.
